request to send a corrected bill- as 
under the regulations of the new New 
Hampshire ought not to collect $3'i<) 
license fee.

COLLAPSED OVEK THE SEA 


RAPID IMPROVEMENT 


of 


Throng of Onlookers AVltnesscd the 


During Inventor's Narrow Escape 
•From Death-Motor Sinks Beueiith 
\V»ves—Aeronaut Not Discouraged 


Monaco, Feb. 
15.—Santos-Duuiont, 


the aeronaut, met with a disaster here 
yesterday, and himself had a narrow es- 
cape from death. His airship is a tat- 
tered wreck, while his motor lies at 
the bottom of the Bay of Monaco. 


The rooming broke gloriously, but as 


there was considerable wind, Saiiios- 
Ducuont decided not to attempt llisht. 
Towards ^ o'clock in the afternoon the 
tviud dropped and the weather appeared 
to be perfect. With the exception of a 
little cloud.hanging over a hill which 
overlooks the buy, tbe sky was clear. 
At tbixhour Santos-Dumont announced 
that be would make u trip iu his air 
ship. A big crowd assembled a t the en- 
trance of the aerodrome, the bi-j; doors 
of the buildings rolled buck and the air- 
ship emerged at ti:-JO. 
A number of 


steam yachts and launches were cruis- 
ing about the bay with the intention of 
following the balloon. Cheers greeted 
fc.intos-I>umont us his airship rose and 
its head pointed for the middle of the 
bay. 


It was soon noticed, however, Unit in- 


stead of maintaining its usual equilib- 
rium, the Iwillovn rose and pitched in a 
way that created considerable anxiety 
among the spectators. The aeronaut, 
however, continued bis flight, and point- 
ing his ship to the left continued to as- 
cend until the long k'liido rope was HO 
feet out of the water. In turning the 
balloon tile guide wipe caught in the 
scre\v, and thin, with the erratic work- 
ing of the airship, created a situation 
of great danger. At tlie same time a 
squall bin's! and. Sanlos-Dumont tilled 
the head of hih balloon upwards in or- 
der to disengage the guide rope. 


In so doing the ballast shifted, and 


the oil lined to run the motor began to 
spread. Fearing an explosion, tin- in- 
ventor pulled the emergency cord. Thin 
rips the envelope of the balloon, which 
at once began to descend.

That certain sponges can do a great 


leal qf harm is now maintained by a 
>'rencb scientist. According to him, the 
water supply of some cities and towns 
.ias been polluted by them, and the v.-a- 
,er supply or others may be polluted if 
aeps «re not taken to prevent it. 


Sponges of this kind are found only 
n fresh water and are known as "cor- 
:acuspongise." 
A close examination 


<hows that each of the various parts 
af such a sponge Is composed of three 
layers. First, there is a llattened layer 
>f epithelial cells, which covers the 
outer surface; next, there is a digestive 
ayer of cells, each of which Is sur- 
.•ounded by a collar, from which pro- 
jects a little thong or whip, and, finally, 
between these two there is a third lay- 
:T, containing the reproductive cells as 
ivell as the spieules and libers which 
.'orm the skeleton. 


n some sponges the spieules are com- 


posed of silica and in others of calcium 
,'urhonate. 


After some time sponges of this type 


lecay, and If the water inhabited by 
hem is used for drinking purposes the 
pollution caused by them is likely, ac- 
cuiting to the French scientist, to 
prove injurious to the public health, 
ind therefore he recommends that the 
water be cleared of such sponges wher- 
e\er it is possible to ilo so.

The declared purpose of the alli- 


ance that has ber-n signed between 
Great Britain and Japan in tlie matter 
of China and Corea is in line with the 
Interests of the United State-s in that 
part ot the world, and. therefore, is- 
5n no scribe objectionable to us. Our 
eastern policy ha« rested upon the 
preservation of the Chinese e-nipire, 
and the keeping open of the door 
there to the trade of all countries. Our 
influence to both of those ends wan 
strongly exerted at the time of the 
commotion created by the Boxer con- 
spiracy, and that action of our govern 
rotjnt was almost unanimously 
fu 


dorsed by the people of tlie United 
States. And there is aa good reason 
today for maintaining that position 
as ther was the^n for tailing it. 


Nor should it be 
forgotten 
that 


•when Russia first produced from up 
her sleeve the terms she sought to 
impose upon China with respect to 
Manchuria the United States very 
promptly objected. It was pointed out 
that thoee terms were in effect a vio- 
lation of the underetandlng which had 
•been reached between the powers on 
the subject of what the Invasion of 
China'a territory should mean. All ol 
the other powers, and for a time Rus- 
*!*, agreed that it should mean onlj 
the nuppression of the Box«r move- 
ment, and that when that had been a/-. 
romplishod the powers would with 
draw. The United States regarded 
with extreme disfavor the proposition 
of RusHla to remain In Manchuria un- 
der th« pica oft protecting her Inter- 
cMn tt»<-re.

"OUR NAVAL CHAPLAINS. 


Iter. Dr. 8tvofertAjr« Denounce* th« 


t'mfnlr Treatment They Receive. 
At the recent New York Methodist 


preachers' meeting the Rev. G; E. 
Strobridge, D, D., of Stamford. Gonn., 
read a strong paper on the unfair treat- 
ment accorded to chaplains in the 
United States navy and criticised se- 
verely the abuses to .which they are 
subjected. 


The pay of a chaplain is |2,800, with 


$100 ration money. This is his salary, 
however, only whea he is at sea. When 
detailed for shore duty, his support is 
reduced to $2,300, and '.'waiting or- 
ders" is $1,900. 


When he is on shore duty, he is 


obliged to rent and furnish a house or 
apartments at high rates in some city, 
so as to be near to his place of duty, 
and all our naval stations are at places 
where the living is costly. But the 
other officers who sit beside him at the 
table on shipboard, when they are de- 
tailed for shore duty, have sumptuous 
houses of ten and twelve rooms lavish- 
ly furnished provided for them in the 
navy yard at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. Not only in their support, 
but also in their dress, the chaplain^ 
arc oppressed by an odious distinction. 


Three years ago a board was ap- 


pointed to devise a uniform for the 
chaplains. Tlu's board consisted of two 
distinguished line officers and three 
chaplains. 
One of these chaplains 


•was the only c/ne of the twenty-four 
in the navy who opposed the use of a 


(unlforni. He brought in a minority re- 
port to that effect. 
The majority re- 


port advised the adoption of a fair and 
reasonable uniform. The secretary of 
the navy accepted the majority report, 
and yet he was apparently so influenc- 
ed by the minority report that he mod- 
ified the recommendations of the ma- 
jority report to such a degree as to ren- 
der them largely nugatory. 


As a result of this action of the sec- 


retary the chaplains were given a sat- 
isfactory service uniform, but on dress 
occasions they are compelled to wear a 
single breasted, long tailed, shad bellied 
frock coat. 


On account of this grotesque garb the 


chaplain is Ignored at all official or 
dress functions among the 
officers 


whether at home or abroad. 


Because this uniform of the chaplains 


is so essentially, indeed so absurdly, 
different from that worn by the other 
olficers one of our most highly esteem- 
ed chaplains was ordered below decks 
by his admiral at the opening of the 
Gorman canal at Kiel when Emperor 
William was passing and reviewing 
the ships assembled there. This dis- 
graceful 
Incident 
became 
known 


throughout the service. It is true that 
the navy department reproved the ad- 
miral, but that could not undo the 
wrong inflicted upon the chaplain. 
When the great land parade was given 
in New York in honor of Admiral Dew- 
ey and the nation was thus expressing 
its joy in the return of the brave war- 
rior and its gratitude to God on accouitt 
of the victorious war, not a single chap- 
lain had a part in the parade cither as 
•a participant marching on foot or as a 
day school at 12:00, m. Junior league 
at 3:30, p. m. Epworth league and 
nt-mlmr of the naval service riding in 
i e;itri:ii;c, and why? Simply because 
ho unU'orm ^vas not presentable. 


oiiCTCb* should immediately increase 


he number of chaplains. The present 
.guiv, 
twenty-four, thought to be 


nough when our naval force was 8,000 
uon, is not sufficient with the navy 
low grown to 23,000. 
The result of 


bis lack is that at present there arc 
•.ovcral of our larger ships at £ca with- 
ut chapl.iins, although one of our lead- 
us admirals says this never should be 
50, and some of our shore stations are 
ils,o without any. 


A crying demand today is that a bu- 


reau for the chaplains be organized 
within the navy department. Every 
other corps is thus provided for. The 
chaplains have never had an official 
.load from their own number, as is the 
case with all the other departments. 
For instance, at the head of the sur- 
geons is a surgeon, at the bead of the 
paymasters is a paymaster, at the head 
of the naval constructors !s a naval 
constructor, but over the chaplains is 
placed not a chaplain, but an admiral 
of the line, a perfect gentleman, of 
course, anil a competent disciplinarian, 
but of necessity out of touch with the 
chaplains in the tastes and feelings pe- 
culiar to their profession.

Incineration as a substitute for burial 


is opposed on sentimental grounds, and 
i hese arc harder to overcome than any 
other. \Vhen the question of burning 
the bodies of the dead was raised a 
quarter of a century ago for the pur- 
pose of uniting its advocates iu a cam- 
paign of education, the opposition was 
positive and unreasoning. Many par- 
sons admitted that they were influence 
ed more by custom than by reason in 
adhering to Irarlal, but they maintained 
that because they were repelled by the 
suggestion of Incineration there must 
be something more kindly in burial 
than in burning. There' is no doubt 
about the great number and Influence 
of those who oppose the proposed 
change, but the sanitary reform is 
making its way slowly. Perhaps the 
crematories which were erected In vari- 
ous parts of the country have not paid 
ns Investments, but the number of 
'cremations has steadily grown in all 
parts of the United States.—Philadel- 
phia Record.

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IN A ROSE GARDEN. 


How to M*ke and I'lnnt n Pine Rove 


B*d—Advice For llie Aiuuteur. 


To make a good rose bed the soil 


Blioukl be trenched at least twenry- 
fpur to thirty inches 'deep. The best 
method tor doing this is to remove the 
top soil to the depth of fli'teen or six- 
teen iuches, theu break up the subsoil 
fifteen inches deeper, thoroughly in- 
corporating at least one-third as much 
good strong manure UB soil through the 
whole. When this in done, return the 
top soil, adding one-fourth as much 
manure as soil, thoroughly mixing it 
fn the operation. Wlisn complete, this 
will leave the bed six or eight inches 


. higher tbun it originally was, but in 
the course of a few weeks, if done in 
the very early spring, or in the fall 
preferably, It will have settled down 
T«5ry considerably by xhe time the 
bushes are ready to plant. 
''When practicable, it is much better 
to prepare a bed as above during the 
fall and allow it to lie all winter. This 
settles it down quite solid by spring. 
Tluni all that will be necessary will be 
to stir the isurface over to make it line 
«jnough to coier the roots well at plant- 
Ing time. Another advantage gamed 
by preparing the bed in the fall is that 
the winter rains and thawing snow will 
•have largely decomposed the manure 
jflkllhoprfgnatcd the ammonia from it 
,niiv through the soil, leaving it in the 
best possible condition for the roots to 
Commence feeding on it as soon us 
planted. Tims wo have got the prep- 
aration all in shape. 


The next thing to consider is the class 


of roses to plant. If extra large, hand- 
fiome roses are the desideratum, the 
hybrid remontant c-lasfa is the best. Of 
these the most desirable for the ama- 
tei^ arc Paul Xeyron, bright rose; Gen- 
era! Jacqueminot, deep crimson; Anna 
do Diesbach, bright rose pink; Clio, 
blush; Mrs. John Lainp, clear pink; 
Mine. Gabriel Luizot, silvery pink; Al- 
fred Colomb, bright clear red; Mar- 
chiouebs of Londonderry, white; Mrs. 
Kherman Crawford, flesh pink; Baron 
BoustVttcn, deep maroon; Margaret 
Dickson, white, flosh center; Victor 
Vc-rdler, deep cense. Those twelve are 
nil extra good varieties. 
Several of 


them \\ill also bloom in the fall as well 
as In Juue.—J. M. May Before 2\e\v Jer 
sey Horticultural Society. 


Knot of Plum nnd Cherry. 


The treatment generally recommend- 


ed is to cut off the knots nnd burn 
them, which is a good thing to do if it 
is clone before the winter spores have 
been distributed. If not, then some 
additional treatment will be necessary. 
It is recommended, therefore, that all 
knots be cut off and burned, and, in ad 
ditioa to this, spray the trees with a 
strong so'ution of bordeaux mixture 
during the first warm days of spring. 
About the liiye that buds start spray 
again with the ordinary strength bor- 
deaux mixture. This ought to destroy 
all of tho winter spores. 
Then, in 


case the branches may have been al- 
ready infpeted the previous year, thej 
should be sprayed again during the 
latter part of May and the 1st of June. 
The young knots may be destroyed by 
painting them with chloronaphtholeum 
or with pure kerosene oil.—J. Troop, 
Indiana. 


Early Native Spring Flower. 


One of the most beautiful early na- 


tive spring flowers of North America 
is the pasque, or Easter flower, Pulsa- 
tilla hirsutissima, perhaps more famil- 
iarly known as Anemone nuttalliana. 
It is a native of the prairies of Illinois 
and" the northwest territory, extending 
j.friror British Columbia into Nebraska 
and Texas, inhabiting dry soils. An in- 
teresting character of the plant is when 
the fruiting stage is reached. The silky

achenes are developed into long featb/ 
ery styles recalling very much those of! 
the Virgin's Bower clematis, and in- 
deed the plant itself was at one time 
recognized as a clematis. The flowers 
(ire purple with a bluish tinge and seat- 
ed in a feathery cup. The plant is de> 
.void of petals, the showy portion con- 
sisting of pctaloid sepals. The hairy 
etalk rises three to six inches above 
"the ground, and tho richness of the 
"color of the flower is one that is much 
'appreciated at this early season of the 
year, says American Gardening in il 
lustratiug this spring blossom.

Our Keweet Islands., 


The signing of the treaty between 


the United Slates and Denmark, by 
which the Danish West Indies are to 
become the property of this govern- 
ment, ends a long and intermittent ne- 
gotiation. The first proposition to buy 
the islands was made about thirty-five 
years ago; but it fell through, and there 
have from time to time been renewals 
of the negotiations until the present 
consummation of the deal. The islands 
have been a burden to Denmark, being 
of no strategic value to her either in 
polities or trade. 


Denmark desiring to dispose of the 


islands, tho situation was such that the 
United States could hardly "refuse to 
accept a tender of them at a reasonable 
price. If Denmark had persisted in the 
purpose to sell and the United State' 
Steadfastly persisted in a refusal to 
buy, we should either have to permit 
her to sell to some other power or in 
voke tho Monroe doctrine and prevent 
the change of sovereignty by the threat 
or the actual application of force. 


Except from a strategic- point of 


view the Danish West Indies are of 
no great value to the United States, 
but undoubtedly they are worth the 
purchase price, which is stated to be 
55,000,000. The inhabitants of the lit- 
tle group arc too few really to count 
as a fraction of our total population, 
and the islands are neither large not- 
fertile enough to make the productions 
of their soil of much moment even in 
the most favorable circumstances. 


However, strategically the Danish 


West Indies are of considerable value 
to us. Their acquisition extends oui 
Atlantic outposts farther eastward and 
gives us as a naval base- and coalmp 
station the splendid landlocked lu:r 
bor o£ St. Thomas, which is regarded 
as the finest in the West Indies.

The bureau of ethnology has Invent- 


ed a now name for the North American 
aborigines, wy« the AVashingtou post* 
When Coluabus and his contempora- 
ries first landed on, the western conti* 
uent, they supposed they had reached 
the eastern shores of India for the sim- 
ple reason that, with, their limited 
knowledge of geography, they conld 
not imagine sucb a thing as an Inter- 
vening continent lying within tie vast 
expanse that separated western Eu- 
rope from eastern Asia. I^or was this 
notion dispelled until long after the ex- 
pedition of Magellan; Such being the 
view entertained by the early explor- 
ers, it was only natural that they 
should name the Inhabitants of the 
new found land "Indians." 


Now, 
in modern times this term for 


the aborigines of North and South 
America has caused endless confusion, 
especially among anthropologists and 
ethnologists. The Indian proper is the 
native of India and not of the two 
Americas, and it is by no means sel- 
dom that a person meeting with the 
tei m in books or hearing it spoken is at 
a loss to know whether it applies to 
the people of India or of tbe two Amer- 
icas. 


Having experienced the effects of 


this misleading term, the bureau of 
American ethnology during the past 
jear or two adopted the term "Amer- 
ind" in tbe place of "Indian" in de- 
scribing the red race. This term has 
many advantages and is made up from 
the two nrfat syllables of the word 
American and the first three letters of 
the word Indian, bo that eien to those 
who lune never encountered the term 
Its suggestiveuess and application are 
at once appaient, and one can almost 
tell at fust glance what it is intended 
to signify. The word "Amerind" has 
met with general approval among an 
thropolojrists all o-\er the world, who 
mvse (IHcaidccl the term "Indian" in 
its f a\ or.

Washington, Feb. 
14.—While no 


definite agreement has boenieached a 
Vote on the Philippine tariff bill in the 
senate seems to be in sight. It appears 
likely, judging from a discussion of the 
subject late in yesterday's session, that 
*Ue vote may ba had next week, al- 
though the matter is yet involved in 
gome uncertainty. 


Mi. Teller concluded his speech yes- 


terday, lie urged strongly that the 
Filipinos be given the fullest possible 
measure of self-government aud that 
the United States simply maintain a 
protectorate over the islands. He said 
that he would prefer that this govern- 
ment should withdraw absolutely and 
without condition from the archipelago 
than that the present -war should be 
continued. 


Mr. Mitchell delivered a carefully pre- 


pared speech in biipport of his amend- 
ment to reduce the tariff duties upon 
Philippine products coming into this 
country to 50 percent of the Dinijley 
rates, maintaining that congress owed 
this concession to the Pacific coast 
states as well as to the Philippines 
themselves.

There are three phases of sense In 


fish particularly Interesting to the an- 
jjler—their exquisite powers of hearing, 
of seeJug and their subtle, abnormal 
sensitiveness to atmospheric influence. 
With a}l our experience and study it is 
doubtful if we have arrived at any- 
thing like a full estimate of the acute 
sensitiveness with which fish are en- 
dowed. I devote this article to hear- 
ing. By hearing I must obviously be 
understood to mean their power of ap- 
preciating the vibration caused by 
sound," .t^e conductor being either solid, 
aerial or liquid. 


In man sound detonates the eardrum, 


and in that way when we are under 
water we discover little intelligible 
meaning from sounds. But the same 
vibrations are undoubtedly received by 
the exquisitely sensitive hearing intel- 
ligence of a fish, if I may use the 
term, in a different and far more im- 
pressive way. By intelligence I mom 
un instinctive recognition by their 
bodies of .'some disturbance, Just as 
man recognizes a passing breath of air. 
It takes the form of feeling. 


I came to the conclusion that I 


would make a few experiments. Here 
are one or two facts: A friend entered 
into it with me, and we bethought our- 
selves of certain well known trout in 
our preserve which were "always 
there." Then we placed thatched hur- 
dles a day or two beforehand so that 
the fish might get accustomed to them 
in such alxvay that we could approach 
close to 'their haunts without being 
seen aud wtftch the unsuspecting trout 
through a small hole cut in the straw. 
When,one ,-jyas not at home, the other 
generally was. 
My friend undertook 


the noisev making, I the observation. 


Prom* the sound of a gunshot 500 


yards awuy, which made our trout dis- 
tinctly sthrt, to the breaking of a twig 
three yards from the fish, which did 
the same, we tried all kinds of'sounds, 
Khrill and dull and at \arying dis- 
tances, and the sum of our experiments 
eonvinceft u, 
1? of this: That our sensi- 


tively organized friends felt the dis- 
placements of molecules through ether, 
which we call sound, and tho further 
vibrating disturbance through what v\ e 
call water, which 1 verily believe con- 
ducts sensation to the fish as readily 
as glass permits the penetration of 
light to this paper, in proportion to the 
distances and the character of the 
sound, but that they did hear, or feel 
rather, and with incredible quickness, 
too, was conclusively demonstrated. 


What they heard and were not alarm- 


ed at I cannot tell, but when they were 
alarmed it was evident enough by the 
same kind of start they give when their 
chief euerny suddenly peeps over the 
bank. In only two cases could I dis- 
cover actual fright, the fright that 
sends them down—a gunshot behind 
the hurdle and a heavy stamp of the 
foot near by. It Is noteworthy that the 
shrill sounds seemed to startle them 
most. For instance, a policeman's whis- 
tle at ten yards sent one out into tho 
stream, as if looking about for some 
source of danger, whereas a shout at 
the same distance caused no detected 
movement. 
Their way of shifting a 


little farther from tho bank when they 
have an inkling of danger is a very 
pretty side movement, well known no 
doubt. 
It seems for the purpose oi' 


watching the bank at a better angle. 


The common manner of showing 


their alarm was by a sudden quiver, 
sometimes followed by a sinking down 
an inch or two, as much as to say, 
"What's :up?" I very much doubt if 1 
ever crept up to my peephole without 
being detected, and yet I was careful, 
for. if-'you notice, a trout once on the 
qui vivo' gives no sign of alarm at a. 
second movement or noise. Once pre- 
pared l}ft,is immovable till he suddenly 
darts off. You may throw your great- 
coat at him. and he either braves it stol- 
idly or bolts cleans away. Five minutes' 
perfect stillness and they settle back to 
confidence, and then they were again 
easily startled. I fancy the laws of re- 
fraction had something to do with it 
and that even from the sky they some- 
times perceived my movements. I had 
often suspected this before. 


Another^ conclusion: I believe they 


heard much they appeared not to. A 
sudden smack of the hands together, 
and there was a decided quiver, but a 
bird rattle, begun very softly and grad- 
ually brought up to its very loudest, 
and no notice seemed to be taken. But 
doubtless, like ourselves, however loud 
the noise, the gradient robs it of its 
startle. However 
fanciful 
it may 


sound, of this I am thoroughly con- 
vinced—that water is such an Immedi- 
ate transmitter of vibration to fish that 
they recognize sound from tbe air near- 
ly as quickly as man. It is no argu- 
ment to say we do not when in it. We 
have no need. 
Fish have. 
And bo- 


cause they have they are providentially 
endowed withsupersensitivenessto that 
particular nervous influence among 
others.—London Field. 


FLOATINQ ISLANDS.

Of all passenger* carried by ocean 


tummts floating islands are the most 
Interesting. 
Many of them have been 


found voyaging ou the Atlantic. These 
Islands were originally parts of low 
lying river banks which broke away 
under stress of storm or llood and 
floated out to sea. The Orinoco, the 
Amazon, the La Plata and other trop- 
ical rivers often send forth such pieces 
of their shores. Some of the bits of 
laud are of Ia»ge size and carry ani- 
mals, insects and vegetation, even at 
times including trees, the roots of 
which serve «to hold the land intact, 
while their branches and leaves serve 
as sails for the wind. 
Generally the 


waves break up these islands shortly 
,al'ter they put to sea, but sometimes, 
under favorable conditions, they travel 
long distances. 


The longest voyage of a floating is- 


land, according to government records, 
took place In 1893. 
This island was 


first seen off Florida, and apparently it 
had an area of two acres. It bore no 
trees, but it was thickly covered with 
bushes, and in one place it was thirty 
feet high above the sea level. It was 
in the gulf stream, traveling slowly 
and with occasional undulations to 
show where the ground swell was 
working beneath it. Probably it got 
away from its river anchorage in the 
spring of the year, for toward the lat-' 
ter part of July it had reached the lat- 
itude of Wilmington, Del. 


IS'o large animal life had been seen 


on it, though there must have been 
myriads of the small creeping things 
which abound In the tropics. By the 
end of August it had passed Capo Co;l 
and was veering toward the Grand 
banks. It followed the steamer lane 
routes quite accurately, and several 
vessels reported it. One month later 
it was in midocean northwest of the 
Azores, and its voyage evidently was 
beginning to tell on it. It was much 
smaller and loss compact It was not 
seen again, and probably it met de- 
struction in the October gales. But it 
had traveled at least 1,000 miles, and 
if, as was thought, it came from the 
Orinoco, it must have covered twice 
that distance. 


It is quite possible that floating Is- 


lands larger than this one. under more 
favoring circumstances, might during 
past ages have made the complete jour- 
ney from America to Europe or Africa 


| and so brought about a distribution of 


an JUKI 1 species. Of course it is not ab- 
solutely certain that this island went 
to pieces in October. It might, though 
this Is not probable, have floated down 
into the region of calms and seaweed, 
where it would be longer preserved.— 
Theodore Waters in Ainslee's.

over the Alps to Paris. They served 
as ornaments upon the triumphal arcli 
in the Place du Carrousel till 1815. 
when Emperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, and they were replac- 
ed, at his expense, where they now 
bland.
